VANCOUVER (B.°C.,) Aug. 2.—The 
steamer Miowera, which has just ar- 
rived from Sydney, brought details of 
the recent annexation of several isl- 
ands of the Solomon group.- The work 
of annexation was done by Her Brit- 
ish Majesty’s ship Wallaroo. 
island made a colony was Bellona, 
which the Wallaroo reached on July 16. 
The union jack was hoisted with the 
usual ceremony. The natives were 
very shy at first and were much fright- 
ened by the salute, but they became 
reassured on the ship leaving, and 
removed the notice of the board of an- 
nexation and dug up the bottle con- 
taining the proclamation. The entente 
cordiale was firmly established by’ the 
ship rescuing a native blown out to 
sea in a canoe. : 

Bunnell Island was also placed un- 
der British protection the same day.

The Wallaroo called at Maru Sound 
and proceeded to the Stewart Islands, 
annexing them. The natives are of a 
high type and very friendly.

LONDON, Aug. 2.—In the House of 
Commons today Parliamentary Secre- 
tary for the Foreign Office Curzon, re- 
plying to the question of Michael Da- 
vitt, answered that a British protec- 
torate was proclaimed over Palmyra 
Island in 1889, and that the occupation 
will be maintained.

~ WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—The Navy 
Department has received the following 
report from Admiral Beardslee, com- 
manding the Pacific station, dated 
Honolulu, July 17. It will be noted that 
Admiral Beardslee* makes a point of 


| the fact that the Japanese warship in 


the harbor scrupulously observed not 
only the Fourth of July, but the Ha- 
waiian Independence day as well. _ 

“Since the date of my last report, 
June 18, 1897, there has been a series 
of celebrations, accompanied by enter- 
tainments and official recognition, be- 
ginning with the celebration of the 
Queen’s jubilee on the 23d of June, on 
which occasion the ships under my 
command at this port, also the Naniwa, 
full-dressed ship at sunrise with the 
British flag at the main, and remained 
so dressed until sunset, an@ at noon 
each vessel fired a national salute of 
twenty-one guns. On the evening of 
June 25 the British commissioner gave 
a reception, Which was very largely 
attended, myself, the commanding and 
other officers of the ships under my 
command attending in uniform. 

“The Fourth of July, being not only 
the anniversary of our own indepen- 
dence, but also the third anniversary 
of the establishment of the Republic of 
Hawaii, mutual notifications to that 
effect and invitations to participate in 
the. observance of the day were ex- 
changed between the Hawaiian govern- 
ment and myself. The same courtesy 
was extended by both parties to the 
Japanese ship Naniwa. 

“A compromise became necessary, 
and the matter was thus arranged. 
We all participated in the games, races 
and. illuminated boat processions, 
which were in order on the 3d, and 
on the 5th the ships were full-dressed 
for sunrise With the United States and 
Hawaiian ensigns side by side at the 
main, the former to starboard, except 
on the Nanawa, where the ‘Hawaiian 
was to starboard, and at noon two 
salutes of twenty-one guns each were 
fired by each-Ship and the shore bat- 
tery. We also, during the early fore- 
noon, landed our battalion to take 
part in a mixed parade of Hawaiian 
and United States.troops, mounted po- 


lice, tableau floats and decorated en-

SEVERE FIGHTING TAKES PLACE 
AT FORT CHAKDARA, 


British Reinforcements Rout the 
Enemy—An Indian Newspaper 
Attacks the Government on the 
Police Regulations.

BOMBAY, Aug. 2.—Fort Chakdara, 
which was beseiged by a force of in- 
Surgent natives, was relieved by a 
British force under Gen. Blood. The 
fighting was severe, and the loss of the 
insurgents theavy. 

The relief forces under Gen. Blood 
advanced in two columns, commanded 
respectively. by Col. Gedney and Col. 
Meiklejohn at dawn, and brilliantly at- 
tacKed and routed the enemy surround- 
ing the fort.

Officially Indorsed by the Presbytery 
of Chicago. .

CHICAGO, Aug. 2.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] The call which the First Pres- 
byterian Church extended Rev. William 
J. Chichester, the present pastor of 
Immanuel Church of Los Angeles, was 
officially indorsed today by the Pres- 
bytery. A committe of three, con-

THOSE PRIZE PACKAGES. | 


Some Question as to the Govern- 
ment’s Power of Seizure. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—A modifi- 
cation of the recent circular of in- 
structions to collectors of internal rev- 
ehue has been made and will be sent 
out today. The instructions declare 
that all packages of smoknig tobacco 
fine-cut, chewing tobacco or cigarettes 
containing articles prohibited by sec- 
tion 10 of the new tariff act, or having 
such articles attached or connected 
therewith or advertising any promise 
or offer of gift, reward or prize con- 
trary to the provisions of the new act, 
are subject to seizure. The new order 
directs that all violations of the sec- 
tion of the act be reported’to the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, but no 
seizure shall be made without specific 
instructions from him. 

Some question has arisen as to the 
power of the department in the prem- 
ises. The contention is made that Con- 
gress has no power to fix by law regu- 
lations governing the packing of arti- 
cles subject to internal revenue unless 
in some way the power or convenience 
of the government in the collection is 
affected; also that this provision is in 
restraint of trade and interferes with 
legitimate business. Until the depart- 
ment has determined the question, no 
gaizures will be made under this pro 
vision of the law. 3

VICTORIA (B.. C.,) Aug. 2—The 
steamer Queen arrived from the north 
this morning. She. brought no late 
news from the mines, but reports that 
400 people are camped at Skagway Bay 
and fifty at Dyea. They are unable to 
have goods taken in to the lakes, as 
the packers cannot handle the business. 
There will be a terrible crush there 
when the boats which left here after 
the Queen, seven in number, arrive. It 
is safe to say that not half the men 
will get away from Skagway Bay this 
year, and even with the large number 
of horses on the way up it will be im- 

possible to handle all the freight. 


TURNING THEM BACK. 


TACOMA (Wash.,) Aug. 2.—The 
steamer Queen, which arrived from 
Alaska this afternoon, brought word 


|that the mounted police of the North- 


west territory are meeting all people 
bound for the Yukon country, at the 
British line beyond White and Dyea 
passes, and compelling. all who have 
not one year’s supply of provisions to 
return to the coast. 

But few of the fortune-hunters who 
have left Tacoma and the Sound within 
the last few weeks for Dyea or Skag- 
way had crossed the passes into the 
interior when the Queen left Dyea, 
July 28.

Canada can’t send enough 
troops of mounted police into that coun- 
try to see that the regulations are en- 
forced. If an attempt is made to en- 
force these duties, the miners will hold 
a meeting and whatever decision it 
makes will be carried out. 

“American laws rule there, and from 
talks last winter with many miners, 
I know they will rebel against any 
regulations that crowd the poor miner.. 
Even a great majority of Canadians 
owe allegiance to the United States, 
and frankly admit that they prefer its 
government. Before I left there was 
a strong feeling that the Stars and 
Stripes should float over the Klondyke 
gold fields, and with more .Americans 
coming in this sentiment will be 
strengthened. What will two or three 
hundred troops do against fifteen thou- 
sand well-armed and resolute. Ameri- 
can miners? Besides, these’ soldiers 
must pass through American territory 
to reach Dawson. I have talked with 
many of these mounted. police, and I 
know they would never fire on miners, 
even if ordered to by their officers. 
Unjust taxes will be sure to start a 
movement next spring which will make 
the Klondyke American territory.” 


THEY WILL SUFFER. 


But Still the Crowds are Pouring on 
Toward Kliondyke. 

{BY THE TIMES’ SFECIAL WIRE.] 
SEATTLE (Wash.,) Aug. 2.—[Special’ 
Dispatch.] The rush from the middle 
West and East to Klondyke struck Se- 
attle last night, and today the streets 
are filled with strangers. The talk 
about hardships to be endured has no 
effect on the feverish gold-seekers. 
They are determined to. go, and that 
settles it. Some of them have plenty 
of money, but many of them are going 
on short margins. Common sense ought 
to tell these people that they will suf- 
fer. They forget there are literally 
hundreds crowding into the interior 
by way of White’s Pass and Dyea trail. 
‘Dyea trail is over an ice-bound ridge, 
on one part of Which a block and tackle 
has to be used to haul up,freight. It is 
a ‘“corker.’’ As to White’s Pass, it is 
1100 feet lower than Dyea trail, but it 
is new and oniy six feet wide. 

Today Willis Thorp, who took the 
first drove of cattle into Klondyke last 
spring, said: “I was told by one of the 
men who came down on the Al-Ki that 
White’s Pass was badly. cut up by 
horses, and that it was a difficult mat- 
ter for those who started in to go 
ahead or return. Horses with heavy 
loads sink down deep into the mud, and 
you'can imagine what kind of traveling 
that is. It was necessary to make a 
corduroy road at the siarting point to 
avoid the marsh. It’s easy to render 
the new road’ impassable, and I am 
satisfied there js or will be a blockade. 
The rivers and lakes will freeze up 
about September 20, and big hillocks 
of ice will confront the throng which is 
trying. to reach Dawson. These people 
do not know what is before them.”

PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) Aug. 2.—What- 
ever the immediate culmination of the 
strike situation may be in this district, 
it is evident that Sheriff Lowrey con- 
siders the time a critical one. Tonight 
he telegraphed Gov. Hastings fully con- 
cerning the conditions existing here, 
with the evident purpose of having the 
Governor prepared for any emergency 
that may arise in the near future. 

It is learned the Governor has been 
impressed with the gravity of the sit- 
uation, and he has instructed the Ad- 
jutant-General to remain in his office, 
awaiting any requisition that may be 
made on him for troops. . 

LATER.—At 1:30 o’clock this morne 
ing, ex-Sheriff Richards, in charge of 
the sixty deputies at Turtle Creek, took 
them all from that place to Plum 
Creek, where it is expected the strik- 
ers will make an attempt about 4 
o'clock to prevent the miners fro mgo- 
ing to work. 

It is announced that the De Armitt 
company practically admits that the 
Turtle Creek mines cannot be operated 
at present, and have decided to close 
down. 

MADE NO GAINS. 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 2.—The battle 
of the striking miners in the endeavor 
to get the De Armitt men out waged 
this morning with apparently no gains 
over last week. Fifteen hundred strik- 
ers were in the vicinity of Turtle Creek 
this morning, and 2000 more will be on 
hand this afternoon to try to shame De 
Armitt’s men out. The diggers were 
compelled to run the gauntlet this 
morning on the way to work, but while 
several stopped to talk to the strikers, 
only a few were induced to come out. 

President Dolan was arrested thig 
morning on the charge of riot and un- 
lawful assemblage. He gave bail for 
appearance Wednesday, and again 
joined the strikers. The mass-meeting 


at the McCrea schoolhouse was at- 
tended by 2000 strikers. 
Dolan claims that his arrest was 


made without cause, as he was not dis- 
turbing any one. It was intended to 
hold a meeting. in the Bethlehem 
schoolhouse, but on arrival there the 
strikers found a fence around it and 
notices posted warning the trespassers. 
This move engendered ill-feeling, as it 
was the only public place in the vicin- 
ity where a meeting could be held. At 
11:30 o’clock many men were with the 
strikers in the Fairmont district, but 
three times the number were at work, 
The men say there is no _permanent 


benefit to them, and threaten to join 


the strikers. 
THE CHIN-CHINNJING. 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 2.—The .mass- 
meeting of miners at the McCrea 
schoolhouse today was the. greatest 
during the strike, and probably the 
largest gathering of the kind ever seen 
in Allegheny county. More than 5000 
striking miners were gathered for an 
all-day .session, and labor leaders 
harangued them if’ various tongues, 


the enthusiasm to the highest pitch. 
From early morning miners of every 
nationality were gathering at the 
schoolhouse. They came in big bands 
and small ones, but the one that set the 
camp wild with enthusiasm arrived at 
10:15 o'clock this morning from Turtle 
Creek. It consisted of 1600 miners from 
that camp, and when they came in 
Sight there was such cheering as has 
not been heard since the strike started,. 


They came down to the camp at the 


schoolhouse with bands playing stirring 
airs, and banners Waving in the breeze, 
Cheer after cheer went up from the 
camp, and the marchers returned them 
with a will... 

When -the miners of the two parties 


met there were some wild scenes. Men 
rushed around shaking hands, shouting 
and even embracing each other. The 


crowd that had gathered was so much 
larger than the men had anticipated 
that they were wild with joy. A few 
minutes after the arrival of the Turtle 
Creek division the speakers arrived in 


carriages. They Were A. P. Carrick, 
president of the Painters’ and Decoe- 
rators’ Union; W. A. Carney, vice- 


president of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion; Mrs. Mary G. Jones, the female 
labor agitator of Chicago, and M. J. 
Counahan of the Painters’ and Deco- 
rators’ Union. In addition to these the 
leaders of the miners were lined up to 
speak as the-eeeasion demanded. 

J. T. McCoy, a prominent member, of 
the Typographical Union, extend@d the 
sympathy and financial supnort of the 
printers of the country, and said the 
organization made a per capita assess- 
ment five weeks, to be paid for the 
benefit of the strikers. 

Two new camps were instituted this 
afternoon after the meeting. The-gne 
at Plum Creek Will be known as Camp 
Resistance: the one at Sandy Creek 
will be called Camp Isolation.

The former is assessed at $7000 
a mile and the latter $4000, or a total 
of $876,540 for the former and $143,520 
for the latter. The total figure for all 
the railroads foots up $48,486,445. 

In 1896 the value placed on the South- 
ern Pacific property was $16,573,334, 
while today it was fixed at $14,664,580. 
In 1896 the 242.51 miles of track between 
Mojave and The Neédles was assessed 
to the Southern -Pacific, though leased 
to the Atlantic and Pacific. This year, 
for roadbed, rails, right-of-way, fran- 
chise and rolling stock, the valuation 
is fixed at $1,450,000. 5; 

In 1896 the Southern Pacific Company 
paid taxes on 1,770.9 miles of road in 
the State at $9358.44 a mile. This year

Corpses Floating Down the Swollen 
Streams Along With Wrecks of 
\ Many Houses, 


DANUBE DOUBLED IN WIDTH. 


DAMAGE IN VIENNA AMOUNTS TO 
MILLIONS OF FLORINS 


Streets, Sewers, Gas Mains and 
Bridges Washed Out—Crops En- 
tirely Destroyed in Many 
Places,

VIENNA, Aug. 2.—[By Atlantic Ca. 
ble.J] Reports from the flooded districts 
show the situation is even worse than 
feared. The worst damage was done in- 
Bohemia. Thirty houses have been de4 
stroyed and _ twenty-five persons 
drowned. Corpses were to be seen float- 
ing down the streets of Traulenau with 
every kind of debris, even a cradle 
with a crying infant, which fortu- 
nately was rescued. . 

At the village of Freiheit a house 
was washed away bodily and its seven- . 
teen occupants were drowned. Almost 
the whole town of Reichenberg is sub- 
merged, and there, too, many have 
been drowned.. The loss to mill own- 
ers in that district is estimated at mil- 
lions of florins. 

In Vienna the damage already done 
to public works, sewers, gas mains 
and bridges is estimated at 2,000,000 
florins.

do this, not because the _ killing of 
‘young bachelor seals as conducted upon 
the Pribyloff Islands in any way en- 
dangers the propagation of the seai 
(because I am sure it is not) but 
simply to assist in bringing about an 
arrangement for the suspension of pe- 
lagic sealing in order to avoid what

AN ALASKAN MINER. 


Tells of Some of the Conditions on 
the Yukon, 


Tim Connelly, who is mining near 
Boston City, on the Yukon, wrote on 
April 4 a letter to his sister in Raton, 
N. M., which was carried 1000 miles to 
Juneau and reached its destination a 
few days ago. 

Connelly writes that he left Juneau 
for the.Yukon last winter, and in com- 
pany with three others, was 100 days 
in traveling 1000 miles. Five dvgs 
draggefi a sled upon which was loaded 
with 1000 pounds of provisions. One of 
the party died on the way, and the 
body was placed on the sled and taken 
700 miles to Boston City, where the 
burial occurred. 

Wages are $15 per day, but bacon 
sells for $2 per pound, and flour at $60 
per sack. As these two articles ‘con- 
stitute all the food the miners have, 
fully one-third of the men are af- 
flicted with the scurvy. A man reached 
the camp in the spring with a lot of 
eggs, which the sold at 75 cents each. 
In speaking of the country and mines, 
Connelly says: 

“This is a wonderful country. The 
winters are cold, 60 to 82 deg. below 
zero. We have three short summer 
months to work in, from June to the 
last part of September. There is no 
night the most of the summer, but in 
winter we have scarcely any sun. On 
Christmas day we only have about 
three hours of sunshine. I have bought 
a claim for $9000, paid $2000 down, $7000 
Mo be paid at bed rock. This is winter 
diggings. The ground is frozen forty 
feet deep. We drift as we do in coal 
mines, put a fire in the base and let it 
thaw, then shovel it out in the sum- 
mer. We wash it out in sluice boxes. 
This creek is the richest in the world. 
‘Two men shoveled out $18,000 in two 
hours. The place was struck last Aug 
ust by an Indian. The worst thing 
about this place is there is nothing to 
eat. We have nothing at all but bacon 
and flour. A man cannot live in this 
place a year for less than $1000. There 
is a steamboat that usually comes up 
once a year, but it has not been here 
for two years. At present there are 
about 700 men in the Yukon country. 
Quite a number of these will depart 
from here with big stakes as soon as 
the boat comes.”’ 


A DENVER DUEL. 


Harry Duffy and F. H. Edgar Fight. 
Presumably Over Swag. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

DENVER, Aug. 2.—One man was 
instantly. killed and another fatally 
wounded as the result of a duel in a 
small room in a lodging-house at Fif- 
teenth and Curtis streets this after- 
noon. The dead man was known 
as Harry Duff and the other as F. H. 
Edgar, but the police believe that both 
names are assumed and that the men 
are noted crooks. They were rooming 
together, and the cause of their quar- 
rel is not known, but is thought to 
have been a dispute over a division of 
the swag. A third man, who is known 
to have come to Denver with Edgar 
and Duff and who is known as George 
‘Sheldon, is held at the City Jail as 
a witness. 

From letters found on the persons of 
the three men it is. believed that Duff 
was really Billy O’Brien of San Fran- 
cisco, and that Sheldon is James Cul- 
len, who was released from the Utah 
penitentiary on July 24. The men 
came here three weeks ago, and are 
thought to have operated at Salt Lake 
during the jubilee celebration. Both 
Edgar and Sheldén refuse: to talk, 
though the latter says if Edgar dies 
he will make a statement. 

KNOWN IN SAN DIEGO. 

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 2.—It is thought 
that the man Edgar who figured in the 
Denver tragedy lived in this city for 
about a year, and left here a few 
months ago. He was well known at a 
saloon at No. 450 Fifth street, and 
inquiry there elicited the information 
that he did no work while here, his 
people being well-to-do. 


COINAGE. 


It Was Light Because the Mints 
Were Temporarily Closed. 
[BY ASSQCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, August 2. — The 
monthly statement issued by the Di- 
rector of the Mint shows that during 
July, 1897, the coinage executed at the 
United States mints amounted to $670,- 
850, as follows: Gold, $337,000; silver, 
$260,000; minor coins, $23,850. 

No standard silver dollars were 
coined. 
there is no significance in this. All of, 
the mints were closed from fifteen to 
twenty days during July for repairs 
to machinery and the annual over- 
hauling’ and in consequence the coin- 
age was unusually light. In explana- 
tion of the fact that no standard dol- 
lars were coined, it was said that the 
supply on hand is sufficient for all 
needs, and further, that the stock of 
minor coins has run very low. In 
order to meet the present and pros- 
pective demands of trade, the mints 
were occupied in coinage of subsidiary 
silver; probably would so con- | 
tinue through the month of August. In 
addition there has accumulated a large 
stock of uncurrent subsidiary silver 
which must be recdined as promptly 
as possible. : 

During the month of August the large 
accumulation of gold bullion at San 
Francisco, whick now amounts to abcut 
$4,500,000, will be worked off as rapidly 
as the capacity of the mint will per- 
mit. The coinage of standard silver 
dollars probably will be resumed about 
September 1. 

CUT HER CORN. | 
A Fifty-per-cent. Reduction in the 
Kansas Crop. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.] 

TOPEKA (Kan.,) Aug. 2.—Specials to 
the Capitol] tonight from evry corn-pro- 
ducing county in the State show that 
this year’s Kansas corn crop will not 
be over 50 per cent. of last year’s. Hot 
winds halve withered the product in the 
southern *half of the State and few 
fields will average over fiften bushels 
to the acre. In the southern tier of 
counties, except in the eastern portion, 
there will be no corn. 

The northern belt north of the Kan- 
sas River. though needing rain, corn 
has not shown the least sign of drouth 


within a week. The hot winds have 
blown there. The reports show that 
today has been the coolest for a week. 
and Sunday the hottest. -Yesterday 
the thermometer stood at from 108 to 
111 deg. in the central portion of the 
State, and there is no crop there.

HEADS SPLIT OPEN. 


WHITES AND NATIVES MASSACRED 
IN NEW GUINEA. 


Savages Claimed They Had Been Ill-. 
treated by the Government in 
Distribution of Stores — They 
“Taught a Lesson’? and Will Be 
Taught One in Turn. 


{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
VANCOUVER (B. C.,). Aug. 2.—The 
steamship Miowera, from Sydney, 
brings information that news of still 
another massacre has been received at 
Sydney. Not long ago a great num- 
ber of Australia’s huge army of unem- 
ployed were attracted by stories of 
fabulous gold-panning at Papua and. 
other interior New Guinea points. Their 
ranks have been terribly thinned by 
murdens, starvation and fatal swamp 
fevers. To make matters worse, every 
native who helped was marked for the 
tomahawk. 

The remnant of these white pioneers 
went to Vanapa for a final effort to 
make their fortunes. Their stores gavé 
out and.for months they lived on 
“damper” and tea. Natives in the vi- 
cinity claimed to be ill-treated by the 
government in the way of scant stores, 
and decided to teach the government 
a lesson by killing all whites within 
reach. 

The whites were raided at night and 
put to death with tomahawks, being 
easy victims. After long suffering they 
were weak and emaciated, and could 
not defend themselves. Many massa- 
cres had occurred in the same place 
previously, but the government has 
never attempted to punish the mur- 
derers. 

Later news confirms the massacre, 
which occurred eighty-five miles from 
Port Moresby. The entire settlement 
of natives and whites had their heads 
split open by a large band of savages... 
The government has sent a large body 
of military police to surround the na- 
tives and shoot, if necessary. Whole- 
sale arrests will be made. The natives 
will be brought back manacled in the 
hold of a steamer chartered for the 
purpose. 3 


Bryan’s Boy Billy’s Bear. 

GRAND CANON HOTEL. YELLOW- 
STONE NATIONAL PARK (Wyo.,) 
Aug. 2.—W. J. Bryan and his party 
spent almost the entire day fishing in 
the Yellowstone Lake, Yellowstone 
River and Trout Creek. While out in 
the woods yesterday afternoon Bryan’s 
son William was chased by a bear. The 
boy was riding a horse and suddenly 
came upon a large black bear with two 
cubs, which ran grunting away. While 
the cubs did this the mother turned 
on the horse and ran after him some 
distance, William piloting him through 
the trees. Neither was hurt, but both 
were badly scared. 


Fight With Moonshiners. 

HUNTSVILLE (Ala.,) Aug. 2.—While 
a band of. moonshiners were attempt- 
ing to enter Frank Simmons’s house at 
Conrad, twenty miles north of here, 
Dudley Johnson, the leader, was killed. 
Simmons did not fire until the moon- 
shiners had broken the door from the 
fastenings. The band then retired, 
leaving their leader in the wooda. 
Fearing the return of the moonshiners, 
Simmons took the the woods. The 
The Coroner’s jury held Simmons to 
be justified. The Sheriff has gone 
to protect him. 


Forest Fires in Algiers. 


LONDON, Aug. 2.—A _ special dis- 
patch from Oran, capital of the Alge- 
rian province of that.-name, says that 
enormous forest fires have been raging 
for a week past in the Telagh district; 
that they are spreading and now ex- 
tend over an area of twenty square 
miles. Fifteen hundred men belonging 
to the foreign legion have been fight- 
ing the flames night and day since the 
outbreak, but all the efforts of the sol- 
diers to prevent a spread of the con- 
flagrations have hitherto proved un- 
availing. 


What’s in a Name? 


BUTTE (Mont.,) Aug. 2.—A peculiar 
fatality attends miners by the name of 
Harrington. Peter Harrington was 
instantly killed yesterday by a fall of 
earth in the St. Lawrence mine. To- 
day Jerry Harrington, while helping 
repair the damage ‘done by yesterday’s

THE PREACHER ELOPED. 


Rev. Cap Jones Killed for Carrying 
Off a Texas Girl. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 

PARIS (Tex.,) Aug. 2.—News of a 
peculiar tragedy, surrounded by. cir- 
cumstances of an unusal character, 
that occurred a few days ago near 
Menksston in Fannin county reached 
here today. It seems that Rev. Cap 
Jones, a preacher, who was married 
and had children, eloped with the six- 
teenth-year-old daughter of James 
Widesby. They fled to the Indian Ter- 
ritory. 

Widesby gathered number of 
friends, among whom was another 
preacher, and went in pursuit of the 
guilty pair. Jones eluded them, and 
returned to Texas, but Widesby and 
party overhauled him and shot him, 
leaving him for dead in the woods near 
the road. A man passing that way 
heard him groaning, and on going to 
the scene Jones told him who did it. 
He afterward died. 

Widesby, a preacher named Yarbor- 
ough and four others have been ar- 
rested and lodged in jail at Benham.

He has 
had to take to his bed again, but no doubt 
is entertained of his complete reéstablish- 
ment. The Prince de Sagan is practically 
convalescent. 

The New York Times says: ‘‘There are in- 
dications that J. D. Layng is tikely to be 
selected by the Vanderbilts to fill the place 
made vacant by the death of D. W. Caldwell, 
president of the Lake Shore. ‘the actual se- 
lection rests with William, K. Vanderbilt, the 
chairman of the Lake Shore board of direc- 
tors, and he is now abroad.

Chief Cortright will be promoted to succeed 
him. The reason for his retirement now 1S 
said to be founded on his belief that he will 
not be made chief of Greater New York un- 
der the new charter, and the fear that un- 
der consolidation a legal question may be 
raised as to his right to receive his pension 
of $3000. 

The German press still actively discusses 
Great Britain's ‘renunciation of the. commer- 
cial treaty, and the Agrarian section’ fiercely 
demands a tariff war and agitates for re- 
prisals against the United States. Veiled and 
open suggestions are made for a European 
trade league against America, with threats 
of serious consequences should England re- 
fuse to join such a league. The Berlin Post 
says: ‘‘The successful execution of such a 
celia presupposes an enduring bond of con- 
fidence with Russia, and Emperor William’s 
visit to St. Petersburg, therefore, will be of 
great importance commercially.” 

The Treasury Department has turned over 
to the State Department for delivery to Chris- 
topher Schmidt, through the German em- 
bassy, the sum of $3000 as full indemnity to 
him for injuries sustained In 1892 from a rifle 
shot fired by United States soldiers. Schmidt 
was passing along the public highway near 
Fort Snelling, Minn., while the soldiers were 
firing over their rifle range, and was struck 
by a stray bullet. Congress made the item 
‘“‘Relief of a subject of Germany. to 
pay. out of humane consideration. without 
reference to the question of liability therefor, 
the German government, as full indemnity, 
etc.”’ 

The New York Journal and Advertiser says 
that cigarette manufacturers have decided 
upon an increase in the price of cigarettes. 
A letter of notification is now going through 
the mails. The advance in quotations is about 
15 ver cent. on the whole list from Turkish 
to common brands. Turkish cigarettes that 
were sold from $7 to $17 will now cost the 
dealer from $8.65 to $20.30, according to the 
brand. Lovisiana perique advances from 
Brands of 
domestic make. which dealers bought for 
$3.80 a thousand, have been increased in price 
to $4.10. The advance is ascribed by the 
manufacturers to the increase in the internal- 
revenue law.

THE PARK RELIEF COMMITTEE 
MAKES ITS FINAL REPORT. 


Retiring Secretary Knight Furnishes 
a History of the Movement from 
Its Beginning. 


ALL IN BUSINESS SHAPE. 


COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO AUDIT 
THE ACCOUNTS, 


Electric Light Tower at the Fremont 
Gate Entrance to the Park, and 


the Bird of Freedom Which 
Will Roost Upon It. 


The sub-executive committee of the 
Relief and Park Fund, consisting of 
Bishop Montgomery, H. W. Frank, P. 
M. Daniels, W. H. Knight and Judge 
Charles Silent, has about completed its 
labors at Elysian Park and has made 
a comprehensive report to the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Association 
of the disbursements of the trust fund 
raised for the relief of the unemployed. 

Of the work yet to be done under 
direction of the committee their re- 
mains the completion of the electric 
light tower at the Fremont Gate en- 
trance to the park, the material for 
which is now being prepared. This 
tower, which is to be of wrought iron, 
is to be forty-five feet high and sur- 
mounted by an American eagle having 
a spread of four feet from tip to tip. 
The bird was ordered from an Ohio 
firm and is prepared to take his proud 
position at the entrace of the park 
as soon as his towering perch has been 
put in shape for his reception. 

Accompanying the sub-committee’s 
report was a full set of books and 
vouchers in perfect shape, _ attesting 
that the committee was as business- 
like as it was energetic in the dis- 
charge of the duties imposed upon it. 

The report furnished some interesting 
details. The total fund _ received 
amounted to $24,411.95. This sum was 
received in cash. In addition there 
were donations of material, such as 
lime, cement, iron pipe, stone, etc., of

received $24,003.85 was paid out, leaving 
in the hands of the treasurer $408.11, 
which will be necéssary to pay for the 
electric tower at the park entrance.

In expending the fund the committee 
employed altogether 765 different. indi- 
viduals. These had come depending 
upon them numbering 3704 persons, ex- 
clusive of the men employed, so that 
the fund actually took care of 4465 per- 
sons. 
The report of the retiring secretary, 
William H. Knight, furnishes a brief 
history of the work of relief and im- 
provement, and is a general business 
resumé of the movement from its in- 
ception.

Finally a conference 
between Judge Silent, who. manifested 
a deep interest in the question, and 
President Frank of this association re- 
sulted in practical action at a special 
meeting of the board of directors, ‘held 
February 27, 1897.

Council. 

“These twenty-one persons formally 
organized, and were constituted the 
‘General Comittee of the Relief. and 
Park Fund.’ At a subsequent meetingy 
held March 4, a sub-committee of five 
consisting of H. W. Frank, president; 
P. M. Daniel, vice-president; Bishop 
George Montgomery, Judge Charles Si- 
lent and William H. Knight secre- 
tary, was elected to exercise executive 
functions for the General Committee, 
and it was named the ‘Executive Com- 
mittee of the Relief and Park Fund.’ 

“A committee of engineers and archi- 
tects, consisting of Gervaise Purcell, 
Fred Eaton, H. Hawgood, Sumner P. 
Hunt and Octavius Morgan, were in- 
vited to render professional services in 
laying out roadways, constructing im- 
provements, etc., and these gentlemen, 
all eminent in their professions, vol- 
unteered their services for the use of 


the committee, without compensation. 


“The canvass for subscriptions was 
prosecuted with great vigor by Judge 
Silent, President Frank and Assistant 
Secretary Wachtel, who were aided 
from time to time by other public- 
spirited citizens when ealled upon to 
contribute their services.

BY THE WAY OF A NEW OVER- 
LAND ROUTE. 


A Prospective Line from Sault Ste. 
Marie to Cut Down the Distance 
and Dangers en Route to the 
New El Dorado, 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. 

HOUGHTON (Mich.,) July 29.—To 
the Klondyke, the modern El Dorado 
and the Mecca of the. penniless and ad- 
venturous, by way of Lake Superior. 
would seem a roundabout journey, yet 
it is more than probable that within a 
comparatively short time such will be 
the main-traveled reute to the .marvel- 
ously rich placer gold atggings of the far 
North. The excitement of the past two 
weeks has merely hastened the per- 
fection of a plan calling for a mixed 
rail and water route from Sault Ste. 
Marie, on Lake Superior, to the Yukon 
River. In an air line the distance 
from .‘‘the Soo,” as all who know it 
denominate the ancient town on the 
Ste. Marie River, to Dawson City, is 
about twenty-one hundred miles, but 


an air line is out of the question, owing 


to the rugged country lying between 
these points, much of which has been 
traversed only by the fur trapper and 
the aboriginal inhabitants. The pro- 
jected route, which is no mythical one, 
but proposed in sober earnest by men 
of prominence and means, who have 
been figuring upon the matter for the 
past year, calls for the building of 
about 625 miles of railway and the 
utilization of practically all of the 
great navigable streams of the western 
half of British Columbia, as well as of 
Hudson’s Bay. ‘ 

The first and longest stretch of rail- 
way would be between Sault Ste. Marie 
and Hudson’s Bay, touching the latter 
at the mouth of the Moose River, a dis- 
tance of about 400 miles. By building 
the first section from Missanabe, on 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, Hud- 
son’s Bay would be reached by 250 
miles of rail, but the intention is to 
build the line, ultimately, to the Sault, 
independent of the Canadian Pacific 
road, although that road may be uti- 
lized at first from Missanabe to Lake 
Superior. From the end of. the first 
rail line, at the mouth of the Moose 
River, there is a stretch of 1300 miles 
of salt water, on the bay and on Ches- 
terfield Inlet, to the head of navigable 
water on the latter. The season of 
navigation on Hudson’s Bay would 
probably be nearly as long as on Lake 
Superior, the salt water counterbal- 
ancing the more severe climate. 

From Chesterfield Inlet 175 miles of 
rail will reach Great Slave Lake, an 
enormous fresh water sea, second only 
"to the great lakes of this country ,in 
size. The outlet of Great Slave Lake 
is the Mackenzie River, one of the 
largest streams upon the continent and 
freely navigable without rapids or falls 
to the Arctic Ocean, a distance of 1400 
miles. The delta of the Mackenzie is 
but fifty miles from the Porcupine 
River, one of the principal affluents of 
the Yukon, the latter stream being 
navigable by steamers of large draft 
from the point where it is proposed to 
reach it with the fifty-mile strip of rail 
from the Mackenzie. The distance from 
the point where the rails would connect 
the Mackenzie and Porcupine rivers to 
the mouth of the latter at its junction 
with the Yukon, is about 400 miles, 
the Porcupine emptying into the Yukon 
a short distance from Circle City, 
which was the principal town of the 
Alaskan interior placer diggings until 
the discovery of the riches of the Klon- 
dyke. Dawson City, the main settle- 
ment of the Klondyke region, is about 
300 miles up the Yukon. The total dis- 
tance of the proposed route from 
Sault Ste. Marie, the outlet of Lake Su- 
perior, to Dawson City, would be about 
4025 miles, of which there wou!d be 
approximately 625 miles of rail and 3400 
miles of water transportation. This 
distance compares most favorably with 
the shortest route at present known 
from the great lakes, which is overland 
to Seattle or Vancouver, thence . by 
water to Juneau, over the moxntains 
from Dyea and thence down’ the Yu- 
kon River on a raft. The trip from 
Juneau to the diggings is a most diffi- 
cult one, full of hardships and dangers, 
while the all-water route from Puget 
Sound points via St. Michael’s and up 
the Yukon 1500 miles in.a steamer to 
Circle City, then 300 miles further in a 
smaller vessel to Dawson City, has the 
disadvantage of being capable of use 
but a few weeks in the year, and is 
much longer than the Juneau-Dyea 
route or the proposed rail and water 
line here outlined. 

The three different sections of rail- 
road would not be especially difficult 
to build, with the exception of the 
drawbacks suffered from short seasons. 
It would require very much less per 
mile to build than the Canadian Pa- 
cific cost, partly because of the cheaper 
methods of construction now in vogue 
as compared with fifteen or twenty 


graphy of the country through which 
the rails are to be laid presents fewer 
difficulties to the road buflder. The 250- 
mile section from_ Missanabe to St. 
James Bay, the lower part of Hud- 
son's Bay (which is really a sea nearly 
as large as the Mediterranean, and not 
a bay,) would lie along the valley of 
the Moose River for the entire distance 
of 250 miles, and having rail connec- 
tion at its southern end could be built 
almost as cheaply as many of the 
prairie roads of Kansas or Nebraska. 
The hills on the route of the 175-mile 
section between Chesterfield Inlet 
(which is a salt-water sound 200 miles 
long) and Great Slave Lake are of 
only moderate elevation. The fifty-mile 
strip to connect the Mackenzie and 
Porcupine rivers Would pass through an 
almost level country, the extreme 
northern spurs of the Rocky Mountains 
fading away a hundred miles ‘to the 
southward. 

That the enterprise is not merely a 
paper one is shown by the standing of 
its promoters, prominent among whom 
are some of the leading capitalists of 
Canada, including J. W. Langmuir and 
Stapleton Caldecott of Toronto. Pre- 
liminary surveys have. already been 
made of a considerable proportion of 
the route, as projected by land, and 
the navigability of the various lakes, 
rivers and seas has been determined, 
so that the success of the enterprise 
will not be impeded by the discovery of 
obstacles to railroad building or water 
navigation now unknown. The Cana- 
dian government has been unusually 
liberal with the railroads constructed 
within its borders, and the Dominion 
government has already voted the Hud- 
son Bay portion of the line a grant of 
12,800 acres of land per mile of road, 
in addition to which a cash subven- 
tion of $7500 per mile will be asked of 
the Dominicn government, and a cash 
bonus of $3000 per mile anda land 
grant equal to that of the Dominion 
will be asked of the province of On- 
tario. Estimating the land as worth 
the low figure of 25 cents per acre, the 
subsidies from the Dominion and pro- 
vince would reach the figure of $16,900 
per mile for the Soo-Hudson’s Bay line, 
the estimated cost 
equipping of which is $30,000 per mile. 
A bond issue of*$5,600 per mile is pro- 
posed, itis quite 
the bonds will be guaranteed jointly by 
the Dominion and provincial gévern- 
ments. The proposed capital stock of 
the entire system of land and water 
navigation will be but $20,000,000, an 
amount ample to buiid- and equip the 
625 miles of railway, furnish ail rolling 
stock and terminal facilities, and also 
provide steamers, wharfs and other ac- 
commodations for the navigation of 
Hudson's Bay, Great. Slave Lake and

DOCKWEILER’S FIGURES. 


APPROVED BY THE DEMOCRATIC 
CENTRAL COMMITTEE, 


Declaration. That No Higher Price 
Should Be Paid for Waterworks 
Even if Recommended by an Ar. 
bitration Commission, 


A special meeting of the Democratic 
City Central Committee was held last 
evening in the office of the chairman, 
Telfair Creighton, in the Stimson Block, 
for the purpose of considering the ac- 
tion of Democratic officials respecting 
the purchase of waterwerks. Thirty- 
eight members were present, and every 
ward was represented. Resoluticns ap- 


proving the estimates made by City 
Engineer Dockweiler were introduced 


by A. W. Fisher, and were thoroughly 
discussed. The only member who op- 
posed them was William Crawford, who 
said he did not feel competent to pass 
upon the accuracy of the engineer’s fig- 
ures, and did not believe the other 
members were any better qualified. He 
moved to lay the resolutions on the 
table, but there was no second to the 
motion. 

It was suggested that Mr. Crawford’s 
incompetency to review the engineer’s 
work was entirely irrelevant, ‘inasmuch 
as the purpose of the resolution was to 
express confidence in the engineer’s 
ability to estimate the value of a 
Water system accurately and fairly. 
The members of the committee declared 
their belief that the engineer's estimate 
~was correct and should not be in- 
creased by any arbitration commission, 
and they unhesitatingly: asserted that 


to vote bonds to pay to the water com- 
pany anything above the value fixed 
by the engineer. 3 

The resolutions, as finally adopted by 
a vote of 37 to 1, the lone opponent be- 
ing the incompetent Crawford, are ag 
follows: 

“Whereas, the last Democratic City 
Convention pledged its nominees for 
Mayor, Council and City Engineer to 
the immediate construction of an ade- 
quate water system for the city of Los 
Angeles; and, whereas, seven months 
have elapsed since the organization of 
said Council, and less than one year 
remains’ until the contract of the Los 
Angeles City Water Company with 
said city expires: and, whereas. our 
Honorable Mayor and the City Engi- 
neer and those Councilmen who have 
sustained them have faithfully kept 
their pledges to the people and to the 
Democratic party, and have by’ all 
means in their power endeavored to 
hasten the construction of such a water 
system, 

“Now, therefore, we heartily com- 
mend and indorse the course pursued 
by said officials, and we further re- 
call the attention of the 
other Democratic city officials to the 
said pledge and to the fact that bonds 
must be voted by the people before any 
water system can be constructed, and 
that unless immediate action is taken, 
the time is too short to permit the re- 
demption by them of their pledges to 
the party and to the people: and, 
whereas, it is proposed to purchase, as 


tem all the available property and 
plant of the Los Angeles City Water 
Company as recommended by Engineer 
Dockweiler, therefore we indorse the

RECENT BRITISH ANNEXATIONS. 

Great Britain appears to be adhering 
with scrupulous consistency to her 
well-known policy of annexing all the 
islands which she finds lying around 
loose in the high seas, provided they 
are worth annexing. The annexation 
business is transacted by the English 
without any blare of trumpets, with- 
out any long-winded discussion of the 
consequences that may follow, and 
without unnecessary loss of time in 
consulting the wishes or waiting for 
the consent of the natives. The cere- 
monies are simple and directly to the 
point. When one of Her Majesty’: 
ships, in cruising about the watery 
wastes, chances upon an island which 
seems to be worth annexing, a landing 
is erected, a flag-pole is erected, the 
British flag is run up, an announcement 
is posted to the effect that the territory 
will thenceforward be under British 
rule, and the thing is done. | 

This plan is beautifully simple, inex- 
pensive and effective. No time is lost 
in consultation with the home govern- 
ment, in considering protests from other 
powers, or in circumlocution and red 
tape of any sort. Long experience in 
the annexation business has made the 
British experts in that line of indus- 
try, and the work goes merrily on. 
Sometimes a feeble protest is entered 
by some nation which imagines itself 
interested in the matter, but such a 
thing is of rare occurrence, and is not 
heeded. The result is usually accepted 
by the rest of the world as a matter 
of course, while John Bull does as he 
pleases and regards it as nobody’s busi- 
ness.

THE SILVER ISSUE MORIBUND. 

A special dispatch to the Chicago 
Tribune of recent date from Lincoln, 
Neb., contains the following: 

“The-leaders of the silver party in 
Nebraska for the last three months 
have been manifesting much uneasi- 
ness concerning the lecture busness of 
Mr. Bryan. A conference of the lead- 
ing spirits was held here recently, and 
it was decided that something must 
be done at once if Mr. Bryan is ever 
to make another Presidential race. The 
plan as adopted was that he should be 
written to come home at once for the 
fall campaign, as his services were 
needed to. elect the Populist State 
ticket next fall, and gradually turn him 
from his present route into a position 
where he can make a dignified race in 
1900 for the Presidential chair. 

“One who was present at the council 
said: ‘It would appear that the inter- 
est is lessening in the silver issue daily 
all over the country, and if Mr. Bryan 
keeps on he will have nothing to tell 
in the next campaign. The worst sign 
of the lack of interest in silver is the 
failure of farmers to attend the county 
conventions. They insist they are too 
busy to attend, and laugh at our advice 
that they should keep up the party or- 
ganizations as they began immediately 


after the last campaign closed.’ ”’ 


It is not surprising that the Nebraska 
silverites are uneasy “concerning the 
lecture business of Mr. Bryan;”’ for it 
is plain that Mr. Bryan is not strength-. 
ening the’ cause of free coinage nor 
that of Populism by roaming about the 
country threshing over the straw of a 
year-old campaign. 

Mr. Bryan himself confesses, in his 
franker moments, that his speeches in 
the campaign of 1896 did him more 
harm than good, and that those States 
in which ‘he did the most speaking 
gave the largest pluralities for McKin- 


‘ley. There is no reason to believe that 


his eloquence is more persuasive in 
1897 than it was in 1896; hence his ad- 
herents in Nebraska will be wise if 
they call him down and direct his tal- 
ents into more practicable channels. 

The free-coinage issue is dead for the 
present, if not for all time. All the 
dismal prophecies of its advocates are 
coming to naught. The course of events 
is fast proving their theories to be un- 
tenable and false. Prosperity is ad- 
vancing with steady pace, under con- 
ditions which they have declared to be 
absolutely inimcal to prosperity. The 
market price of silver .is steadily de- 
clining, while at the same time the 
market price of wheat and other great 
staples is steadily rising. The purchas- 
ing power of the standard gold dollar 
is decreasing, whereas it. would be in- 
creasing if the _  free-silver-coinage 
theory were correct. 

It is not surprising that the farmers 
are too busy to attend the free-coinage 
gatherings.

If Mr. Bryan 
has an unconquerable prejudice against 
gold he could easily exchange his earn- 
ings for silver, though he would find 
it is impossible to do so at a ratio of 
16 to 1. At all events, he really ought

Gov. Budd has attracted to himself 
some unpleasant attention recently by 
pardoning one Smith, a burglar, who 
was convicted of robbing the residence 
of Hon..M. M. Estee and sentenced to 
serve eight years in prison.

It takes a dye, 


UNDER THE PALAIS, 


MAGNIFICENT AVENUE AT THE 
BOTANIC GARDEN. 


Palms from All Parts of the World 
Are Gathered Together in 
Washington. 


MASQUERADING AS TAMARINDS 


HOW THE HONEY LOCUST WAS 
SCATTERED ABROAD. 


Tropical Trees of All Kinds in This 
Superb Collection — Camphor 
Trees That Prevent Malaria. 
Fruit That Poisons. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 

WASHINGTON (D..C.,) July 28.— 
Under the palms, not in Southern 
Florida, in_ tropical islands, 
but in the Botanic Gardens 
at Washington. Here is an ave- 
nue of palms, reaching from the main 
entrance at the foot of Capitol Hill 
beyond the great conservacory. The 
palms stand in immense tubs on each 
side of the walk, varying in height 
from six to twenty-ilve ieet. Above 
them tower twenty-two different kinds 
of trees. All are umbrageous, and the 
palms flourish in their shade, whereas 
the heat of the sun wouid injure them. 

The first along the walk is 2 cocoa 
palm from Brazil. it has been dragged 
from its tub and lies upon its side. 
The roots are exposed like the roots 
of a tree blown down by a storm. 
Palm roots in tubs are condensed like 
pressed corn beef—matted and inter- 
twined so closely that water will 


| hardly penetrate them. This plant is 


being disrooted; from ‘its confinement 
in the tub, the old reots have become 
caked and matted. Two negroes are 
hard at work upon it. One raises the 
tree to @ perpendicular pysition, while 
the other attacks the roots with a 
pickax. The roots are torn apert and 
trimmed until at ieast half of them 
are removed; then the palm is lited 
into a great tub of fresh water, where 
it remains several hours. A:l] this time 
bubbles of air arise from the rcots 
until they become thorousuly satur- 
ated. It is next placed in fresn enrth 
in a new tub, and retains its constant 
hue of green. William RR. Simith, su- 
perintendent of the garden, oversees 
the operation. He says that tlis rvot- 


trimming process is done every ycar 


in the Botanical Gardens at sr. Fe- 
tersburg. The plants are afterward 
placed in hot beds, where they regain 
a thritty condition. Hlece in Washing- 
ton, however, the rays of the Sun are 
sufficient, when tempered by the shade 
of overhanging trees. 

Near this cocoa palm there is a fan 
palm from the Isle of Bourboa. Shere 
is nothing particularly remarkable 
about it. In fact, it is hardly as Fund- 
some as the native palmetto of Flor- 


ida. Forty-three years ayo, however,: 


it was a great curivsity. There were 
only six of them on the North Amer-. 
ican continent. The superintendent 
says that today there are 3,000.6cu of 
them in the United States in pots 
alone. lt first fruited in the Soranic 
Garden, and from there the «ccd was 
disseminated throughout the country. 
This is the plant from which the paim- 


| leat fan is made. 


Opposite the tan palm stands a palm 

remarkable thrift and beauty. It 
came from Lord Howe's lsland, om the 
coast of Australia. The leaves are long, 
Slender and delicate in appearance. 
They are of a dark green, and arise like 
water from a fountain, swinging grace- 
fully over the pathway. This fountain- 
like appearance gives it the name of 
the fountain palm. 

Beneath a mossy over-cup oak, 
planted by John J. Crittenden at the 
outbreak of the war, stands a dwarf 
date palm from India, and near it some 
Japanese rattans, small and large. The 
gem of this group, however, is a fe- 
male date palm from the Cape of Good 
Hope. Itis nowin flower, with no hope 
of propagation, owing to the absence of 
males of the same species. Here on the 
left is a beautiful palm from Brazil. It 
is called the plume palm, and is one 
of the most thrifty specimens along 


the walk. Near it waves a feathery 


phoenix from the same country, and 
two from the Canary Islands. One of 
the two was raised in the hotanic gar- 
den from seed sent from the Canaries. 

The next plant is a curiosity. It is not 


particularly attractive in appearance, 


but it is the genuine date palm from 
the Sahara Desert. Thirty-five vears ago 


dates at a fruit store on Pennsylvania 
avenue. They gave him the toothache.

Finding it there on his return to the 
garden he planted it, and this date 
palm is the result. You see near it the 
honey palm from South America. Palm 
honey is sweet and palatable. When 
the palm is cut the honey runs out. It is 
of a pale, amber color.and is much rel- 
ished by the natives: At its side stands 
a wax palm from South America. It 
produces a white wax used in the ca- 
thedrals along the Spanish main. A 
tall palm near it comes from Southern 
China. It is knawn as the hemp palm. 
The trunk seems to be covered with a 
matting of coarse black hair. This mat- 
ting, however, is a part of the palm. 
It gives it a commercial value, al- 
though it detracts from rather than 
adds to the beauty of the specimen. 
Another palm standing near is the 
rattan palm, It has been in the garden 
for many years, and Superintendent 
Smith says he is going to cut it into 
pieces and scatter it through the South. 
where it will grow to perfection, and 
prove of some value. Its companion is 
called chamaerops tomentosa, It is sim- 
ilar to the Chinese hemp, and flourished 
in ‘Mexico when Montezuma was Em- 
peror. A lace-like fiber clings to the 
tree like woven cloth. The Aztecs uti- 
lized it by making it into tunics and 


and is readily 
woven into garments. 

So much for the palms. There are 
sixty varieties of them on this walk 
alone. Hundreds of peonvle pass be- 
neath them daily, totally unaware of 
their history and value. 

There are other plants here, however. 
far more interesting. One is the pan- 
danus utilis. It is a sort of Spanish 
bayonet that grows like a. corksvrew. 
More people sleep on its leaves than on 
hair or feathers. It grows in tropical 
climates. The leaves are stripped and 
woven into mats. They cannot be 
broken nor pulled -apart. Thousands 
sleep upon these mats, as they canbe 
thrown upon the ground anywhere, and 
no dampness can penetrate them. The 
Fiij cannibals used these leaves in ty- 
ing their victims at their feasts. This 
vegetable corkscrew is thrown in the 
shade by what is known as the monkey 
puzzle. Its scientific name is auricaria 
imbricata. The branches are imbricated 
with spinal leaves. In the mountains 
of Chile and Peru it frequently reaches 
the height of 170 feet. The fruit is 
delicious. Monkeys are eager to secure 
it. They throng about the trees by hun- 
dreds when the fruit is ripe. It is 
found in the cones, which are quite 
large. Each cone contains 200 seeds 
the size.of a Walnut....... ... |

Auricaria Cookil. It takes its name 
from Capt. Cook. In Australia it 
grows to the height of 150 feet. When 
the great navigator &Approached that 
coast he saw this tree, and took it for 
& pagoda built by the natives, Fant 
cying they were warlike people, he 
made no landing and left the coast. 
Another specimen, now in the conserva- 
tory, was brought to-this. country by 
Commadore Wilkes, who secured it in 
his celebrated voyage around the world. 
When he reached New York the tree 
was stolen by one of his sailors and 
sold to a lady in Brooklyn. She placed 
it in her greenhouse. Within a few 
years it grew so large that the green- 
house became too small for it. Then 
her conscience troubled her and she 
sent it to the botanic garden, where it 
belonged. The tree resembles a mouu- 
tain fir, but the leaves are far more 
delicate. | 

Ten steps further on and a collection 
of fig trees appears. Here is a syca- 
more fig from Egypt. It grows front 
twenty to thirty feet in height. This 
specimen is knotty and gnarled, and 
somewhat resembles the southern man- 
grove. This is the wood from which 
coffins were made thousands of years 
ago for the Egyptian mummies. No 
insect ever attacks it. Near it the far- 
famed mango tree appears. It bears 
a delicious tropical fruit. This tree has 
been in the garden for more than forty 
years. It is about eight feet high, but 
has been cut back fepeatedly, so as to 
keep it within the hothouse in winter. 

Passing on you come to a-group of 
rubber trees. 

“Why do you keep these rubber trees 
among the fig trees?” the superintend- 
ent was asked. 

“Beéause,” he replied, rubber 
tree is a fig tree. All the rubber trees 
decorating homes in New England and 
elsewhere in the country are fig trees. 
In Paris they were first used in restau- 
rants as a table decoration, It is of 
the same genus as the fig tree, and 
bears figs. There are fifty or sixty 
kind of fig trees, ay only four spe- 
cies bear edible fruit. 

The fig trees stood beneath a_ very 
shady maple. Its bark was black, 
and it wag covered with dark green 
leaves. The garden contains no more 
thrifty tree. It is the black sugar 
maplé, found in the Southern States, | 
The soil here seems to be exactly 
suited to it. A Vermont maple, which 
stood near, seems to be dying of the 
heat. Among the other trees is a 
variegated crown fig from New South 
Wales, and a laurel leaf fig from In- 
dia. The collection is rounded up with 
the Ficus. Cunningham, from Queens- 
land. 

Near these figs a magnificent speci- 
men of the candlenut tree is seen. It 
was brought here from the 
Tslands by Commodore Wilkes over 
fifty years ago. The natives used these 
nuts in the place of oil. They were 
suspended upon a string, hanging from 
the peak of the hut. When a visitor 
entered, the eldest son kindled a flame 
in: the lower nut, which was drawn 
down to the end of the string. Each 
nut burned about ten minutes. When 
the last nut on the string was burned, 
it was a hint for the visitor to take 
his departure. | 

A candle tree from Panama attracts 
equal interest. 
a stately presence. The seeds are of 
the size of and resemble a tallow dip. 
A tub of New Zealand flax recalls an 
interesting incident. Years ago Prof. 
Mackey appeared before a committee 
of the ouse of Commons, dressed 
from head to foot in an attire made 
from the fiber of this plant. Its leaves. 
resemble the yucca or bear grass of 
the South, but are very much longer. 
Mackey proposed to plant it in Ire-, 
land, fancying that it would give rise. 
The. experiment. 
failed, bécause it was found impossi-° 
ble to remove the green substance from 
the leaves. 
nor macerated without 


spoiling the 
fiber. 


The New Zealanders scrape the 


green color away with shells, but the’ 


job is an arduous and difficult one. | 

Near. the hot-house we find a fra-' 
grant olive from China. Its buds are. 
used in flavoring tea and are very val- 
uable. This tree has been scattered 
throughout the South, and there are 
many fine specimens in Florida.~ A 
tamarind near by brought a smile to 
the face of the superintendent. ‘Many 
years ago” he said, “a very worthy 
Quaker sowed some tamarind seeds in 
Virginia. They sprouted and came up, 
but the cold weather kflled all but 
one—at least so the Quaker thought. 
This one grew until it bore seeds, and 
the Quaker sold them to the seed de- 
partment of the Patent Office, from 
which point they were distributed, 
north, south, east. and west, as Vir- 
ginia tamarinds. They were. really 
nothing but the common honey locust, 
which had been mistaken by the old 
Quaker for a tamarind, which it some- 
what resembles.’ Far more interest- 
ing is the hydrocarpus inebriens. It 
is a native of Ceylon, and grows upon 
the banks of its streams. The fruit 
drops into the water and is eagerly 
eaten by the fish. It has an intoxi- 
cating effect upon them. The flesh 
of such fish when eaten by human 
beings also produces intoxication and 
is poisonous. 

A camphor tree elicits the informa- 
tion from the superinteadent that ef- 
forts have been made to disseminate 
camphor trees in Florida. They have 


also-been-planted- along the streets of 


New Orleans by Prof. Maitre as shade 
trees. These trees ara said to pre- 


‘vent malaria. 


Last of all worth scheduling Is what 
is knqwn as the mate. This is a fine 
specimen of this celebrated tree. The 
South Americans use its leaves for tea, 
Eight million pounds of them are an- 
nually gathered. It ‘:as heea in use 
for many centuries. The Indians were 
drinking the decoction when Colum- 
bus discovered America. Large 
branches are cut from the plants and 
placed jin hurdles until properly, 
roasted. They are then thrown upon 
a hard floor and beaten. The dry ivaves 
thus knocked off are reduced to pow- 
der. This powder is made into pack- 
ages and sold by the South American 
merchants. About a teaspoonful of it is 
thrown into a gourd or cup, with a. 
little sugar. Boiling water is poured 
upon it, and when sufficiently cooied 
it is imbibed through a tube. Its odor 
is agreeable and slightly aromatic. It 
tastes a little bitter ai first, but is ex- 
tremely refreshing and restorative after 
great fatigue. The vpliumr eater will 


drop his habit quicker than a South 


American will drop the habit of drink- 
ing this tea. Superintendent Smith is 
making an effort to introduce the tree 
into Dade county, Fla., and uther parts 
of the South. . 

The handsomest tree along the walk 
is a cut-leaf soft maple. This curi- 
osity in the vegetadle kingdom is on 
a par with the albino n the animal 
kingdom. The tree was originally found 
in the mountains by a@ nurseryman of 
the name of Weir, who perpetuated it 
by nursing and grafting. Near by is 
an enormous Scotch birch. I]t has a 
bark like that of balm of Gilead. A 
liberal application of it aided in the 
education of the superintendent of the 
Botanic Garden, and lias also aided in 
the education of many another .promi-

BIG WATER CASE. 


CAN EXCAVATE NO FURTHER. 
Exhaustive Opinion by Judge York 
“Which Concerns the Much-dis- 
puted Waters: of the San Gabriel 
River—Neither Party Comes Out 
Much Ahead, 


In deciding the case of the Vineyard 
Irrigation District vs. Azusa Irriga- 
tion Company et ali, Judge York, in 
a lengthy opinion, holds that a party 
entering into the possession of waters 
flowing in public lands without any at- 
tempt to comply’ wit the pro- 
visions of the Civil Code prescrib- 
ing the steps to be taken to secure the 
right to appropriate guch waters, is 
the mere occupier of the use, and has 
no title thereto except as against a 
subsequent occupier who has not com- 
pleted an appropriation in accord with 
the code requirements; that to occupy 
the use of the waters of a river, £0 as 
to entitle a party to maintain posses- 
sion, there must be an intention to so 
occupy. A subsequent occupier is not 
required to take notice that an occupa- 
tion without such intention is hostile 
to him, and it constitutes no reason 
why the subsequent occupier should not 
proceed with a diversion of the stream. 
That such occupancy must be open to 
public observation to that extent that 
subsequent appropriators may know 
of the appropriation’and be put on in- 
quiry as to its extent. That the~-prior 


occupier must have subjected the water 


taken by him to some-useful purpose. 
That a subterranean stream, 
well-defined banks and 
certain course, is subject to appropria- 
tion. That such subterranean streams, 
to be subject to appropriation as 
against the right of another to ap} ro- 
priate the surface flow of the stream 
from which such subterranean streams 
diverge, must be capable of an approx- 
imate measurement, so chat a court 
can fix, with reasonable certainty, the

That, in deciding whether work 
under notices of apropriation has been 
prosecuted with reasonable diligence, 
all the circumstances of each particu- 
lar case should be considered, such as 
whether the work could have been 
prosecuted all the year round, the phy- 
sical conditions of the country through 
which the proposed diverting works 
were constructed, whether the work 
was to be prosecuted through soil easy 


extent and magnitude of the work pro- 
posed, and the expense to ve incurred. 
The law does not require, in such 
cases, any unusual or extraordinary ef- 
forts, but’ such efforts as are reasona- 
ble, usual or ordinary. That the rem- 
edy by injunction is preventative in 
character, and, where the injured par- 
ties have stood by and seen a tunnel 
constructed, without action. on. their 
part, a court, should not require the 
tunnel to be closed up, especially 
where the injury to complainants by 
such construction is not shown to be 
great, or more than they had reason 
to fear when the tunnel waa in process 
of construction. Complainants should 
not, however, be debarred of their 
remedy by a judgment in a premature 
suit, should it subsequently appear 
that such tunnel is more injurious to 
their rights than they had cause to 
fear during-its construction. That 
in case of a threat or manifest inten- 
tion to extend such tunnels, to the 
great and irreparable injury of com- 
plainants, the court should enjoin such 
extension. 

Judgment is ordered to be entered, 
that plaintiff take nothing by its com- 
plaint, and adjudging that as against 
| the plaintiff defendants are the owners 
of the right to use all the waters of 
the San Gabriel River flowing at their 
points of diversion, and to such waters 
of said river as they have saved to 
the surface flow or procured to flow 
in their tunnels and ditches. No dam- 
ages are awarded to cross-complaints, 
but plaintiff is enjoined from further 
excavating toward the surface flow of 
the river. Defendant's prayer for an 
injunction preventing plaintiff from 
using their tunnel is denied without 
prejudice.

of His Books Reveals 
he Fact That He Has Been Rob- | 
bing His Employers. 


UNFAITHFUL TO HIS WIFE. 


STOLE TO SUPPORT ANOTHER 
WOMAN IN STYLE. 


The Woman in the Case Insolently 
Asks Blackman’s Wife to Call at_ 


” Her House—Says He is No Worse 
Than Other Married Men. 


For. almost twelve years W. H. 
Blackman served the Los Angeles Elec- 
‘tric’ Company and the Los Angeles 
Lighting Company as. secretary aid 
treasurer, and until Friday last no man 
in all this city, occupying a position of 
trust stood higher with his employers, 
his associates and friends than did 

Blackman. 

, Today he isa self-confessed defaul- 
ter, and fs walking the streets with a 
guard constantly at his elbow. 

On: Friday morning last W. B. Cline, 
president, of the Electric Light Ccm- 
pany, prepared to go on his vacation 
to Coronado Beach. As was his cus- 
tom, he called on Secretary and Treas- 
ure Blackman“’for his monthly kalence, 
which was’ promptiy furnished. While 
looking over the books, Mr. Cline @is- 
covered ¢ertain entries that ata giance 
he knew to be false. He asked for 
other Hooks, which were furnished re- 
. luctantly by Blackman, and, after an 
hour’s investigation, had satisfied him- 
self that there was something wrong. 

He at once telephoned to W. M. Van 
Dyke, clerk of the United States Cir- 
cuit - Court, who is the vice-president 
of: the Electric Light Company, and 
to Louis F’. Vetter, the lécal agent. of 
. the Pacific Surety’ Company, which 
furnished the bonds for the treasurer, 
asking them to come to his office. 


When the gentlemen arrived, Mr. Cline | 


sent for Treasurer Blackman and 
openly accused him of being a de- 
faulter. 


Blackman attempted no denial. He 


admitted’ at first, that he was short 


- $2000 in his accounts, then increased 
the amount to $2500, and finally said 
that he did not know exactly hew 
much money he had stolen, but that 


~—~he believed the sum of $2500 would 


‘cover the shortage. When questioned } 
‘as to why' he had stained an honorable 


career: and ruined his life for such a} 


paltry sum, Blackman at first declined 
to answer, and then broke down and 
laid his wrong doing at the door-of a 
woman, Mrs. Virginia Abbott or Ab- 
bote of No. 219 West Sixth street, 
whom he has been keeping for some 
two years, and at the samé time main- 
taining his. home at No. 1953 Lovelace } 
— where his wife and children 
ve. 
President Cline: and Vice-President 
Van Dyke, upon hearing Blackman’s 
confession, called a meeting of the 
directors of the company for Saturday 
morning, euspending’ Blackman from 
duty, who was at once taken in charge 
by private detective summoned by 
Mr. Vetter. Since that hour the officer 
has never left Blackman for a minute, 
and will continue to guard him until 
the matter is settled. 

When the directors of the Electric 
Light Company met on Saturday morn- 
ing last they at once discharged Black- 
man and appointed as his successor, 
‘W. H. Burns, who for years has been 
the purchasing agent of the company. 
Mr. Burns was instructed to employ’ an 
expert accountant and also to draw 
upon the various departments for a 
force of extra clerks to assist in ex- 
amining Blackman’s books from the 
date of his employment with the com- 


pany in 1886 down to the date of his} 


dismissal. While it is not believed that 
Blackman has stolem more than he ad- 
mits, namely $2500, still the company 


no longer trusts anything the man suys 


or does, and hence will overhaul all 
his work. 

Blackman's bond is for $10,000, and 
Mr. Vetter, agent of the surety com- 
fare which is liable for the loss, be- 
ieves that Blackman has _ property 
enough to pay back all his stealings.

NEW QUARTZ CRUSHER. 


An ‘Invention for Working Low- 
Grade Ores. 

A quartz crusher on a new principle 
has just been co.structed at the 
Llewellyn Iron Works in this city. It 
is the invention of B. lL Turman and 
is called the Mystic Rotary Quartz 
Crusher. The principle involved in the 
invention is the application of the 
}rotary movement. The cbdrstruction 
consists of a banded iron cylinder three 
| feet in diameter and four feet in height. 
Inside of this cylinder is a cone-shaped 
device which, as it revolves, crushes 
the ore fed into -the cylinder. This 
crushed ore falls into a réceptacle be- 
low, in which are a numover of iron 
balls ranging from three inches to six 
inches in diameter. These balls are 
| kept in rotary motion, and under their 
action the coarsely-crushed ore which 
comes from the cylinder is pulverized 
to the degree of fineness required. The 
ore which was being crushed yesterday 
was what is known in quartz-mine 
parlance as 60-mesh fine. . The capacity 
‘of the machine is twenty tons of ore 
a day It is the intention of the owner 
to ship it to Johannesburg in a few 
days, where it will be used for crushing 
quartz for the new ore concentrator 
patented by F. W. Wood.

WESTMINSTER IS.AT LAST TO 
HAVE A RAILROAD. 


Santa Ana and Newport Road to Be 
: Extended to the Celery Fields. 
Miss. Padgham’s Funeral—Ful- 
lerton Charivari Onse—Notes. 


‘SANTA‘'ANA, Aug. 2.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.} A railroad to Westmin- 
ster has long been talked of, and is 
now about to becOme an assured real- 
ity. .Before this season’s crops are 
‘ready to be hauled to market there will 
be a line of railroad in operation be- 
tween Westminster and Newport, 
standard-gauge, and with every equip- 
ment necessary for the transportation 
of marketable produce. Tons upon tons 
of celery, which have heretofore been 
hauled in wagon trains through Santa 
Ana to the railroad depots, will now be 
carried to Newport for shipment by 
steamer. 

Six months ago the Santa Ana and 
Newport Railroad’ Company began to 
negotiate for the construction of a 
road through the farming country west 
of the river. A preliminary survey of 
the line was made, and a right-of-way 
secured. This work is now all com- 
pleted, and within a couple of weeks 
the work of grading will be com- 
menced. Grade stakes have been set, 
and the ties are on the ground. 

The route has been selected with a 
view to avoiding heavy grades and ex- 
pensive bridge work. Starting from 
the company’s wharf at Newport, it 
will follow the coast line to a point 
five miles above the wharf, when a 
course due north will be taken, making 
the length of the line from Newport 
to Westminster ten miles, just about 
the length of the line now in operation 
between Santa Ana and Newport. 
Suitable warehouses and depot build- 
ings will be erected at Westminster 
and at other points along the route 
wherever necessary. By running the 
road in this direction the company 
will not be put to the expense of grad- 
ing for the ascent of the hill, nor for 
bridge construction across the river. 

The effect of the building of the road 
from Newport to Westminster, instead 
of from Santa Ana to Westminster 
will be to divert from this city a large 
amount of trade which is conditioned 
upon the traffic between Santa Ana 
and the ranches west of the river. It 
will, however, be a saving boon to the 
Westminster section. 

President James McFadden of the 
Newport company, states that it is the 
company’s intention to have the road 
in full operation in time for handling 
the fall crops.

NEW COLONY FOUNDED. 

Orange county is to be made the seat 
of a colony of Belgian farmers who 
are to be settled upon 300 acres of rich 
land in the southern part of the county. 
They are coming from Antwerp, and 
first in the venture will be fifty families 
who are expected to arrive next spring. 
Upon the measure of their success is 
conditional the possibility of bringing 
over more settlers at a later’date. 

Negotiations have been pending for 
a long time between the Chamber of 
Commerce and the advance agent of 
the prospective colonists. He has gone 
over the ground, has examined the 
products of the county, and has at last 
made a partial contract for the pur- 
chase of 300 acres of land upon which 
the colony will be established. In the 
latter part of the present month he will 
return to Antwerp to make his report 
and organize the settlement. He will 
carry with him samples of every spe- 
cies of fruit and grain produced in this 
county as eye-openers to the Belgian 
farmers of the wonderful productivity 
of California soil and climate. 

There are already secured fifty fam- 
ilies, who will be brought to the colony. 
They have been selected from the 
thrifty, well-to-do farming class, and 
will bring with them sufficient capital 
to make a good start. Their coming is 
looked upon as a great thing for the 
development of the southern end of 
the county.

INTERESTING FIGURES. 


UNACCOUNTABLE INCREASE IN COST 
~ OF EDUCATION PER PUPIL. 


Special Meeting of teh Board of 
Education — Bids Allowed = for 
Supplies—Discussion of Finan- 
ment Called For, 

~ 


A special meeting of the Board of 
Education was held last evening, at 
which the reports of the committees in 
charge of the bids for supplies were 
laid before the board and adopted. A 
surprising situation in the board’s 
finances was opened up by Mr. Davis, 
who showed by quotations from the 
books that the cost of education per 
pupil had increased $3 in the last year in 
some way as yet unaccountable to the 
board. 

The members present were Messrs. 
Webb, A. G. Bartlett, C. C. Davis, N. 
P. Conrey, Poor, Adams, McInerny and 
Superintendent: Foshay. 

The report of the Committee on 
Furniture, Repairs, Fuel and Building 
Supplies was adopted, allowing the bids 
as follows: Crescent Coal Company 
for coal; J. J. Lawton for kindling; 
Niles Pease, chairs and mats; H. Jevne, 
mop cloths and handles, and combs; 
Cc. F. Weber & Co., charts, desks, kin- 
dergarten chairs, racks, brushes, ad- 
adjustable’ desks and seats; Anderson 
& Chanslor, dusters, soap, brooms, 
sweepers, matches and stove polish; 
Grimes & Stassforth, teachers’ ink- 
stands and thermometers; Lazarus &. 
Melzer, stick files and waste baskets; 
F. D. Jones, normal music charts; 
Stimson Mill Company, lumber; W. C. 
Furrey & Co., hardware. 

J. F. Adams brought in a minority 
report, making an exception, and rec- 
ommending that the contract for coal 
be made with the Cerrillos Coal Com- 
pany. 

The Committee on Education, Sup- 
plies and Printing report recommend- 
ing the following contracts, was also 
adopted: Grimes, Stassforth & Co., 
pencils and pens; Lazarus & Melzer, 


| books, stationery and kindergarten ma- 


terials. The report also contained the 
recommendation that the Milton-Brad- 
ley Company’s brand of materials be 
adopted, in accordance with the rec- 
ommendations of the City Superintend- 
ent of Schools. : 

The question of finances then arose, 
and Mr. Foshay stated that the appro- 
priation recently made for the city 
schools by the Council was but $100,000, 
$19,419 less than was asked for in the 
estimate. Last year the appropriation 
was $96,319, and $10,000 had to be bor- 
rowed from the Council to make ends 
meet. This loan would have to be paid 
back out of the present appropriation, 
which was already far below the 
amount needed by the school depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Davie made a motion that the 
Finance Committee be requested to 
have prepared an itemized statement 
comparing the expenditures for the last 
four years, for the purpose of enabling 
the board to understand the increased 
cost of education per pupil, which from 
$26.88 in 1896 became $29,87 in 1897. 

Mr. Davis called attention to the fact 
that the total expenditures of the 
school department for the last year 
were $466,590, and that the board had 
overdrawn $10,000, making a total of 
$476,590. The increase of pupils for the 
coming year was estimated to be about 
2700, and figuring the same _ cost per 
pupil as was made last year, the addi- 
tional cost by reason of this growth 
would be $59,740, making a total of ex- 
penditures $536,330. ~ 

On the other hand,-Mr. Davis stated, 
the board’s resources and income would 
be as follows: Cash on hand, $50,739; 
estimated amount from county and 
State taxes, $290,000; estimated taxes 
from the city, $119,000; probable over- 
plus from county and State taxes, $50,- 
000; making a total income, if .the 
Council allows $119,000, of $509,739. This 
will allow a deficit of $26,591. If the 
Council allows only $100,000, the deficit 
will be $45,591. 

The speaker declared that there was 
no possible way of increasing the in- 
come of the board, and the only thing 
to be done was to reduce exnenditures 
and bring them within the means of 
the board. The motion was carried. 

Mr. Conrey followed with a motion 
that the Finance Committee should at 
once confer with the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Council for the purpose of 
haying a correct understanding with 
respect to the city tax levy for school 
funds. He said: “In former years it 
has been assumed erroneously that the 
Council can make the full tax levy of 
one dollar on the hundred and yet give 
the chool department less than twenty 
cents on the hundred dollars, and less 
than the amount called for by the 
estimates of this department. We read 
the law differently, and it is important 
that the same mistake that has been 
made in former years be not repeated 
now.” 

The motion was carried, 
board adjourned.
